AMERICA PLEDGED 
TO AID FRANCE IN 
GERMAN AHACK 

Ulder the Terms nt Treaty Made Piib- 
Ue In Paris on Thnrsday, 
Styi Otepiteh. 

A dispatch from Paris published 
this afternoon says: 

The testa of the agreement be- 
tween France and the United States 
and France and Great Britain have 
been made public by the Foreign Of- 
flee. The agreement with the United 
States cites articles or the peace 
treaty prohibiting Germany's fortify- 
ing either the right or left bank of the 
Rhine or assembling forces within SO 
miles east of the Rhine, and provldcR, 
In case these provisions do not assure 
France proper security and the pro- 
tection, that the United States is 
bound to cnnje immediately to the aid 
of France if any unprovoked act of 
Km'es-iion Is made against her by 

CieiiiuMiy. 

It is provided that the treaty shall 
be submitted to the Council of the 
League of Niili(]ns, which will deilde 
whether to iccogiii/.e il ,\s an engage- 
ment in oonformlly willi the league 
covenant and also pnivldiis that the 
treaty shall he »\iliniitled to llie I nil- 
ed Slates Senate and the French I'ar- 
llament for approval.

GoTcrnor Black and 8uperinteB4eBt 
Gilbert Keep Mum on Action of 
Text Book CoiUBlnloB. 

Frankfort, Ky., July «.— Just what 
the State Taat Book Oommission is 
doing and how far tt ha^ gone into the 
adoption of t«xt books for the com- 
mon schools of the Btata Is guess- 
work, as the lips of the oommlsaton- 
ers are sealed. The meetings are still 
In executive sassio^ and the members 
of the commisaion decline to give out 
any Information. It Is believed, how- 
ever, that the work of adopting the 
text books will be completed by to- 
morrow evening. 

At the session held Tuesday the 
commission adopted a ruling provid- 
ing that no minutes of the meeting 
were to be given out until approved 
and signed. Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Gilbert was asked today If 
the commission approved the minutes 
of Tuesday's meeting and he replied In 
the negative. The action of the com- 
mission In failing to approve the min- 
utes of the meetings is Uken by those 
Interested In the adoption of the books 
to mean that the public Is to remain 
In the dark until the commission com- 
pletes Its labors. 

At the close of the session today 
Governor Black was asked what the 
commission did, and what progress 
had been made. He replied, "See Su- 
perintendent Gilbert." Superintend- 
ent fillbert was Just as speechless as 
the chief executive, giving as his rea- 
soi: the fact that be was controlled by 
the will of the commission and thai 
he could not make public their acts 
until the members so desired. 

Superintendent Gilbert was ilien 
asked if the commission had complet- 
ed the readoption of books now In use 
and he replied that It had not. He 
assured the press representatives, 
however, that in time the minutes 
would be made public and that as soon 
as he was given authority he would 
make public the bids of the publishing 
concerns.
